PARIS, Dec. 28.—'The army of ex- 
cavators who, early in September, be- 
gan to dig Paris in when a German 
siege was threatened, have completed 
their work.

The city now lies in the center of 
an entrenched camp whose diameter 
is about 60 miles and whose circum- 
ference is nearly 200 miles, This !s 
surrounded by row afier row of 
trenches thoroughy covered in with 
logs and turf through which loop 
holes have been left for rifle fire. 
All of them communicate with each 
other and contain traverse banks of 
earth to prevent them being enfil- 
aded by infantry or machine gun fire. 
Out beyond them are rifie pits and 
barbed wire entanglements placed in 
al! positions where an attack might 
originate. 

Other Precautions, ' 

Still other precautions have been 
taken in front of the advanced line vf! 
trenches by digging of deep ditches 
whose existence ig hidden by a light 
covering of branches and turf; mak 
ing them invisible to approaching 
cavairy, infantry or artillery and 
forming veritable traps into which an 
attacking force might fall a prey to 
the defenders’ machine guns and ri- 
fles. The approaches to the trenches 
irom the rear consist of subterranean 
galleries which permit the reliefs to 
be made without any exposure of the 
men.

along this front posts of ob- 
servation have been established each 
ot which is constantly occupied by 
at least three men provided with pow- 
erful field glasses and in direct tele- 


phonic communication with head- 
quarters and with the artillery bat- 
teries In the Immediate vicinity. ‘The 


emplacements of these batteries are 
known only to the headquarters staff 
and to the men who serve the guns, 
all of which are ouried in the earth. 
only their muzzles protruding. For 
the benel!t of the gunners the ranges 
of all prominent objects in the front 
have been measured.

of bringing up ammunition and food 
and aso, if necessary, reinforcements 
of men to any point which might be 
menaced. Further provision for the 
conveyance of reinforcements is at 
hand in the large number of automo- 
biles of all kinds which can make th 
journey speedily from any point to 
another, carrying groups of armed 
men. 

The existing forts also haye been 
strengthened but now only serve as 
supporting points and depots for large 
bodies of troops resting from their 
trench duty.

TREATMENT BY BRITAIN

WASHINGTON, Dee, 28—The Un- 
ited States government today dispat- 
ched a long note to Great Britain, in- 
sisting upon an early improvement in 
the treatment of American commerce 
by the British fleet, It gave warning 
that much feeling had been aroused 
in this Country and that public criti- 
cism was general over what is claimed 
is unwarranted interference with the 
legitimate foreign trade of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The document, constituting the 
strongest representations on this sub- 
ject mace by the United States to any 
of the belligeren:s exace te outbreak 
of the war, was cabled to Ambassador 
Page to be formally presented to Sir 
Edward Grey. the British foreign sec- 
retary. Its preparation was begun & 
month ago by Solicitor Cone Johnson, 
Lansing. and Sec- 
retary Bryan, and finaily during the 
last two weeks had the personal at- 
tention of President Wilson himaeif, 
who revised its phraseology with 
minute care, 

Couched in General Terms, 

As the detailed point of view of 
the United States, in numerous apeci- 
fic cases of detention and seizures of 
cargoes, had been set forth in a see 
ies of emphatic protests, most of 
which have gone unheeded, today's 
communication was couched in gen- 
eral terms. cover.ng the entire sudsect 
of the relatiogs between the United 
States and Great Britain as affected 
by the latter's naval policy, consider- 
ed highly objectionable by this go- 
vernment, 

The note declares at the outset that 
the representations are made in a 


friendly spirit. but that the United 
States considers it best to speak in 
terms of frankness. lest silence be 


construed as an acquiescence in a pol- 
icv on the part of Great Britain which 
infringed the rights of American citi- 
zens under the jaws of nations. 

Since France has adopted practic- 
ally the same decrees on contraband 
as has Great Britain, today’s note is 
virtually a statement intended for al! 
the members of the triple entente,

US. CRUISER IS TAKING 
500 REFUGEES TO EGYPT 


Tennessec Carrying Refugees from 
Jaffa, Syria, to Alexandria, with 
Approval of Trukish Govt. 


Washington, Dec. 28——The cruiser 
Tennesee, with the permission of the 
Turkish government and at the re- 
quest of Ambassador Morgenthau, is 
transporting 500 refugees of various 
nationalities from Jaffa, Syria, to Al- 
exandria. Beypt. 

Captain Decker, of the Tennessee 
reported the (éfarture of his vessel 
from Jaffa in'a message filed last 
night and receivéd today at the navy 
department. Secretary Dani-ls sum- 
marized the report in this statement: 

“The ‘Tennessee jis transporting 
about 500 refugees of different § na- 
tlonalities from Jaffa to Alexandria. 
These refugees were unable to get 
passage from Jaffa by any other 
means, Captain Decker states that his 
action waa taken at the request of 
the consuls, which requests, approved 
by the Ambassador to Turkey, had 
been made after permission had been 
given by the Turkish authorities.” 


NOT PREVENTING 
EXPORT OF NICKEL 


Government Explains Steps Taken to 
Prevent Germany Getting Supply 
From Canada 

Ottawa, Dec. 28.—The government 
have handed out the following for the 
press regarding the export of nickel: 

“Various criticisms have appeared 
in the press with regard to the export 
of nickel mattee from Canada to the 
United States. The whole subject has 
been under careful consideration and 
investigation by the government since 
the commencement of the war, and 
they have-been in frequent communi- 
cation with the British government as 
to the precautions which ‘shonld be 
taken to prevent export to Germany. 
The books of the company in New 
York are inspected at short intervals 
by a_thoroughly trained and experi- 
enced accountant, who goes into all 
exports most thoroughly and reports 
to the Canadisn gevernment. In ad- 
dition to this, by an arrangement be- 
tween the company and His Majesty's 
government, control is exercised in 
London through the company’s Brit- 
ish representative, The company is 
not under German control, but is con- 
trolled altogether in the United States, 
where the vast majority of its stock 
is held, There may be a few German 
sha reholders, but the proportion is in- 
significant, and there is no German 
director, The steps which have been 
taken by the government of Canada 
have the entire approval and sanction 
of the British goVernment, who ex- 
press themselves entirely satisfied 
with the precautions that’ have been 
taken, It must be borne in mind that 
nickel exported from Canada to the 
United States is used in a large num- 
ber of industries in that country, and 
prohibition of the export except for 
the most urgent reasons would be un- 
desirable as it would produce great 
business disturbance in a country 
whose sympathies ere very strongly 
with the eause of the allies. More- 
over, the covernment i¥ informed that 
there is an output of nickel in Nor- 
Way controled by German intereste 
which could furnish a sufficient sup- 


ply for German requirem

Mayor of French City Is Told by 
German Vommander to Blame 
Britain 


Paris, Dee. 28.-—-To the many 
horrors which German invasion has 
brought to the inhabitants of Lille is 
now to be added that of famine. The 
citizens are destitute of food and fuel. 

Charles De Halle, the heroic mayor 
of Lille, who has remained at his post 
throughout the war, in an eloquent 
letter addressed to General Vor Hein- 
drich, the German commander, plead- 
ed for relief for his starving fellow 
citizens. Von Hein@rich replied tha: 
i¢ Lille women and children iacked 
bread, britain, and not Germany, was 
to blame, 

Britain, in attempting prevent 
the arrival of overseas produce, with 
a view of starving out Germany, was, 
he alleged, inflicting suffering on tt. 
inhabitants of the occupied towns in 
France and Belgium. The German 
government could not undertake the 
feeding of French and Belgian clivili- 
ans under its jurisdiction so long aa 
Britain closed the seas to the im- 
portation of foodstuffs. 

Von Heindrich told the mayor of 
Lille that he had better apply for 
assistance to the Swiss government, 
and if the mayor refused to ask help 
from the Swiss, then, as far as the 
German commandant of Lille was 
concerned, the people of that elty 
were free to starve.
